Mending Split Trees 


Split limbs of trees, when they are 


of such a nature that they can not be 
removed except to permanently injure 
the tree, 
says 
Epitomist, can 
be 


mended in the following way: Any 
loose splinters should be cut away, 
then 
raise the 
limb into 
proper 


position. While firmly held in place, 
bore two holes through the broken and 
unbroken part, fcone hole below the 
other. thejspace between holes varying 
with the size of the broken limb. In 
these holes place bolts of the same size 
to fill up holes completely. Use bolts 
with small heads and place a washer 
under nut, draw it uu tightly, and in a 
few years both ends will be covered 
over with the growing wood and the 
tree will be as strong as ever.

, several months and death came as a 
relief. His death was due to Brtght's 


I disease. 


I 
Charles Kendall Adams was born In 


i Vermont In ;835, and was reared in a 
family where Intellectual strength was 
more conspicuous than worldly wealth. 
He entered the public schools at Derby, 
Vt, but at the age of 20, when his par- 
ents removed to Iowa, he was still un- 
decided whether his life work would be 
as a student or a factor In the commer- 
cial world. At 21 he definitely deter- 
mined to fit himself for college, and In 
the summer of 1850 begnn to study 
Latin and Oreek at Denmark Academy 
under the Instruction of Rev. H. K. Ed- 
gon. 
In September. 1867. he was admit- 


ted to the University of Michigan, nnd 
literally, so far as finances were con- 
cerned, worked his way through that 
college. 


He became Interested In historical 


studies and took a post-grnduate course 
in that line. At the same time be be- 
came assistant librarian of the univer- 
sity and hod charge of one of the lower 
classes In history. It was 1804 before 
he began to reap a reward for his la- 
bors. 
He then received nn appoint- 


ment as instructor of history and

Latin, nnd a year later he became an 
assistant professor. When Prof. White 
resigned In 1867 to take the presidency 
of tbe Cornell Prof. Adams became a 
full professor of history of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, and found his. repu- 
tation for scholarship made. 


Other universities and colleges sought 


him, but he remained with the Univer- 
*J*s: .jotJtflchlBaii- untlL-eallwl- to JH»*. 
presidency of Cornell, a position which 
he bold for seven years. At Cornell he 
devoted himself largely to consolidat- 
ing and reorganizing many 
depart- 


ments, with such success that 
the 


teaching staff rose from 54 to 135 and 
the students enrolled from 573 to 1,500. 


On January 17. 1803, Prof. Adam* 


was Inaugurated president of tbe Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin at Madison, and 
held that position until last year, when 
failing health compelled bis resigna- 
tion. 
In decrees he received that of 


LL. D. from the University of Chicago 
in 1878 and from Harvard in 1SSG. 


Prof. Adams was the author of De- 


mocracy and Monarchy 
In 
France, 


which attracted much attention 
nnd 


was translated Into German. He was a 
capital organizer, strong-willed nnd 
purposeful. He gave the University of 
Wisconsin, a national education nnd in- 
creased Its business strength manifold. 
Besides bis contributions to American 
and foreign reviews he wrote Repre- 
sentative British Orations and a num- 
ber of historical contributions to cur- 
rent literature. 


An old sexton In one of the down- 


town burial grounds" was arranging 
plants in tbe old yard where be baa 
been for many yean. Coddled a bit, 
he talked, and this la part of what he 
said: 


"It seems to me that the living of 


to-day are not quite so affectionate 
' about their dead as their forefathers 
! used to be.

'In the blessed hope of a glorious im- 
mortality.1 


"There is a tribute to every one of 


tbe dead in this yard. You will find 
around the corner a monument erected 
'To the memory of a beloved aunt' 
You see, it made no difference a long 
time ago what the kinship was. All 
these stones are not In memory of a 
husband, or wife, or son, or daugh- 
ter. 


"Do you remember the inscription on 


that monument away up on tbe River- 
side drive, In the shadow of Grant's 
tomb? 'Erected to the memory of an 
amiable child,' is the reading, although 
few people ever quote It correctly. 


"You 
will wander about the cemeter- 


ies of New York a long time before you 
will find an inscription like that. I sup- 
pose amiable children'still live and 
die, but who ever thinks of saying so 
on a tombstone after the child is dead? 


"In the newer cemeteries are many 


costly monuments and 
tablets 
and 


mausoleums. They are erected, 
no 


doubt, with as much affection as these 
old stones were. 
But you don't find 


any of the tender tributes cut on them 
which you find here, granting tbnt you 
have to look pretty closely for some 
of these. 


"The 'beloved aunt' hasn't anything 


of that kind to her memory 
on 
the 


modern tombstone. 
On some of the 


costly shafts I have seen In the newer 
cemeteries I read the name of the dead, 
his birth and death. 
Nothing to tell | 


whether the dead was a father, a hus- 
band, a brother or a son.

"They say It makes no difference to 


the dead. 
Well, that's so, I suppose. 


But I can't help thinking thnt it kind 
o1 interests tbe living. 


"It makes you think a little better 


of tbe world to read that It has re- 
membered a devoted wife; that It has 
missed a man who passed away In the 
hope of better things; that the beloved 
aunt was not forgotten.

and attention should be turned to tho 
rank mursh grasses and sedges, among 
which there must be many which are 
capable of use, and so of cultivation. 
It iuuy prove a mistake to drain and 
burr all our marshes, even in

north; and the apparently irreclaim- 
able gulf Inlets, swamps and ever- 
glades might well be experimented 
with by cultivating papyrus.

The gas and smoke is so thick that all 
rescuing parties have been driven back. 
11. F. Frankenfield, a mine boss, and 
Gcorgo Gaspie., a Hungarian miner, 
surceeded iu crawling over the fallen 
coal .and and slate .'after the explosion to 
the lights of the rescuing party and 
were taken out alive, although badly 
huruud and nearly suffocated by gns. 


The explosion .,is said to have been 


caused by an accumulation of gas catch- 
ing 011 fire from the lamp of a miner, 
and this, in jturu. fired six kegs of 
blasting powder that had been stored 
hack in the mines. 


The explosion knocked down all the 


brattices for a quarter of a mile back 
toward the mine entrance, thus cutting 
off ull the air from the men imprisoned 
behind the dobris.
